Press.| Tonight’s sensation im the Cronin 
case is a circumstantial report that the 
authorities have information showing.that a 
committee of Camp 20 of the Clan-na-Gael, 
after a formal trial, found Cronin guilty of 
being a British spy. 

The charge was that Cronin, under 
the guise of. endeavoring to expose the al- 
leged malfeasance of Alexander Sulliyan, 
Michael Boland and Dennis Feely, was in 
reality attempting to bring about a public 
investigation of the work and accounts of 
the order for the information of the British 
Government and London Times commis- 
sion. It was shown that the exposure of 
the workings of the order which would be 
necessary in order to refute Cronin’s 
charges, and would furnish to the London 
Times all information which it had dis- 
paired of obtaining by the appointment of a 
Government sub-commission in America. 
Cronin’s maneuvers, it was also pointed 
out, whatever his motives, could hardly 
help insure the extradition of every man 
who had gone across the water on “active 
service.“ 

Chief Hubbard and States Ateéeney 
Longenecker neither explicitly affirm nor 
deny the reports, 

The story is that two trials of Cronin 
were held. The first was in January, but 
when it came to rendering a deeislomupon 
the evidence one man weakened. The 
trial committee was dissolved, but subse- 
quently was reorganized in secret, the place 
of the man who weakened being filled by 
another man. The man who retired from 
the first meeting became aware of the re- 
organization since Cronin’s disappearance, 
so it is claimed, and has been the source 
from which this information has come to 
the authorities. The trial committee con- 
sisted of seven persons, each of whom, it is 
said, is now under surveillance. They did 
not sentence one to death or have any 
knowledgé, much less have anything to do 
{ with luring Oronin from his office, or with 
the scenes in the Carlson cottage, All that, 
it is claimed, was the outgrowth of the 
verdict, which was simply that the Lay

PRESIDENT STRONG AND PARTY 
GONE BACK EAST. | 


A Washout on the Gila River De- 
lays the Southern Pacific Over- 
land — The Santa Fe Situation 


| from a New York Standpoint. 


Everything was quiet around the 
railroad offices and depots yesterday. 
President Strong of the Santa Fé sys- 
tem and party came, up from the south 
yesterday morning and spent the day | 
in consultation with the local officers. 

In the evening they left for the East 
on a special train. When Mr. Strong 
next visits this coast he expects to find 
the Peninsular and Oriental steamers 
making regular trips to San Diego and 
Redondo Beach. 


There was a good deal of talk about 
Santa Monica yesterday, and it was 
almost decided to run a branch line to 
that place in the near future. Over 
3000 people visited Santa Monica last 
Sunday, and the Santa Fé people think 
they should have their share of the 
business. 

A washout on the Gila River, just 
beyond Yuma, Ariz., delayed the over- 
land train on the Sunset route several 
hours yesterday. No damage was 
done. 

From a recent issue of the New 
York Commercial Advertiser it is evi- 
dent that the Santa Fé roads are do- 
ing a much better business than ever 
before, and the company is now one 
of the strongest in the world. 

The Advertiser says: 

One year ago this week., in the issue of 
June 16, 1888, considerable portion of our 
financial column was devoted to a consider- 
ation of the Atchison situation. Strong 

ound was taken that the railroad, which 
had just completed an enormous extension, 
was not earning and was in no condition te 
pay the August dividend, and the lack of 
wisdom which would be shown in the pa - 
ment and the iojury to the best interests of 
the road thereby, as well as the abuse of the 
confidence of the — and the stockhold- .

This matter is referred to because, 
in view of what has since taken place in the 
depreciation of the property and the loss 
thereby of millions of dollars tothe stock- 
holders, it seems almost incomprehensible 
that the management of the road should 
have been so fatuously blind.

Officials of the road are confident, how- 
ever, that they will show a decided in- 
crease over the earnings of May, 1888. 

The prospects and future net earnings of 
the Atchison road are now mainly depend- 
ent on three matters. The crops, economi- 
cal management and the freight rates. As 
to the crops, the prospects in Kansas are 
most excellent for wheat, and what little 
can be seen of the otker crops is promising. 
‘There have been harvests for three seasons 
in Kansas, and the wheat 72 tor last year 
was not more than one-half of the average. 
This year it will probably exceed the aver- 
age, and will be more than double the crop 
of last year. ‘This will greatly benefit the 
main line and many branches.

business. There willbe no crops to Carry,

The Texan crops are in excellent condi- 
tion also, and some improved earnings may 
be expected from that district so far as the 
Atchison lines reach it. New Mexico or 
California business is not expected to show 
much if any improvement. The Chicago 
extension, which was built to handle Atchi- 
son business, improves with the rest of 
the line when the crop freights are heavy. 
Its local business is not expected to show 
much gain, however. To sum the matter 
up, the prospects for extensive improve- 
ment in the earnings of Atchison are very 
good owing to the big crops in Kansas. 
Considerable economies have been made in 
Atchison during the last half Some 
further economies can be made no doubt, 
as much closer, sharper management can 
be made than when a road is doing ex- 
tensive constructions. While, therefore, 
the gross . of Atchison seem cer- 
tain to show a large increase in the fall 
from heavy crop freights, and perhaps 
further economies in mangement, the ques- 
tion as to the net earnings depends on 
freight rates, 

Here is the blotch on an otherwise bright 
picture. ‘The Kansas Railroad Commis- 
sioners have within two weeks ordered that 
the rates to Wichita be made the same as to 
Kansas City. Other important towns and 
cities will demand the same treatment, and 
it would logically follow that they should 
get it. The amount of the reduction neces- 
sary to make the Wichita rates level with 
Kansas City is not as yet figured, but 
damage will be done the road if the lower 
rates are extended to other points also. 

No doubt the Kansas Railroad Commis- 
sioners feel that they are justified in reduc- 
ing rates so as to give a Kansas point the 
same benefits as Kansas City, which is in 
Missouri. It is very unfortunate at the pres- 
ent juncture, when the road was building 
itself up, and needs all possible aid, If the 
action was necessary it might well have 
been delayed until the road’s earnings Were 
equal to its expenses, and the reprehensible 
action of the commissioners is seen in the 
fact that it may further ve the road. 
It is another illustration of the fact that 
vere 8 commissioners are most

K Even with a reduction of rates it is felt 


that Atchison will show good earnings this 


fail. The fixed charges will not be reached, 
in all probability, this year, and the Atchi- 
son can not be regarded as a dividend stock 
for a considerable time to come.
